leaf blight, the fungus disease which 
defoliates the apple trees in August, 
and recommends spraying with bor- 
deau mixture several times. 
Gabriel 
Heister, president of State Horticul- 
tural Association, stated that there 
were 78,000 young trees in this 
county from 144 orchards. He thinks 
we have a great future before us. 
He also referred to the bulletins 
published by the National and State 
Departments of Agriculture which 
are free for the asking, and cover 
every phase of farm operations.

Coming down to a later period we 


find some of our greatest educator; 
and writers, such as Comenius, John 
Milton and Bunyan, sacrificing homes 
and health in their efforts to improve 
the conditions of the human race. 


And so we might go on pointing 


out one instance after another in 
which movements of progress have 
been antagonized by the contented 
conservatives. 
But let us now direct 


our attention to a man who stands 
out among the foremost of-'those who 
have helped to make our nation what 
it is and whose influence will he felt 
for many generations. 
Reared in a 


home of luxury and refinement, idol- 
ized by his college mates, Wendell 
Phillips looked forward to a life of 
elegant leisure and contentment. But 
as in the case of Saul of Tarsus God 
saw that he was needed in the ranks 
of workers and reformers and so he 
presented him a vision of real flesh 
and blood, and he heard the cry of 
his oppressed brothers in slavery. 
One afternoon while sitting in his 
office and looking from the window 
he saw William Lloyd Garrison, 
bruised and bleeding, yet with spirit 
unbroken, dragged by a mob through 
the streets of the city in which Otis 
had said "Liberty of speech is in- 
alienable." Someone has said, "God 
has crowded the world with antidotes 
to contentment and with stimulants 
to progress." This was one of those 
stimulants and from that time Wen- 
dell Phillips ceased to think of a 
conservative life of ease. There were 
too many wrongs in the world which

must 
be made right. 
His path 


which had been smooth and easy now 
became hard and thorny. His friends 
and relatives who were the conserva- 
tives of Boston now became his bit- 
terest enemies. 
Those 
who had 


formerly been his associates and 
companions and had been anxious to 
entertain him in their homes now 
shunned him as though he were a 
dangerous explosive. _ But he had 
been shown the right and nothing 
could turn him from the path which 
he had chosen. 


About this time Mr. Phillips found 


another stimulus in the influence 
and the co-operation 
of the true 


high-minded woman who afterwards 
became his wife and litelong helper 
in all his movements for 'progress 
and reform.

of wealth and culture, she too had 
hearkened to the call of justice in- 
stead of yielding to selfish pleasures 
and had fearlessly taken her place in 
the ranks of workers.

The ingredients for these cakes are 


one pound of "best butter, one pounc 
of sugar, one and one-eighth pound 
of flour, one level dessertspoonful of 
caraway seeiSyTone tablespoonful of 
Ifce-water and candied caraway seed 
to sprinkle on top of the cakes. Have 
the butter, the howl in which the 
cakes are to be mixed and the hands 
as cold as possible. Cut the butter in 
small pieces, add the flour and work 
together quickly but thoroughly. Add 
the sugar and mix lightly. Sprinkle 
in the caraway seed, mix through 
and add the tablespoonful of water 
at the last. Make the dough into a 
hall. Flour the molding-board, put 
the dough on it and roll out quickly. 
Beat level and smooth with the roll- 
ing-pin. Fold over the ends and beat 
again. Do this three times, the last 
time rolling it to the shape and size 
of the pan in which it is to be baked. 
Properly, this should be a shallow 
sheet-iron pan. Line with paper that 
does not require greasing. Put the 
dough in about three-quarters of an 
inch thick and bake twenty minutes 
in a steady oven. 
When done, it 


should be an even light-brown on 
top and brown on the bottom. If it 
browns too quickly, protect with 
white paper. 
When thoroughly cold 


pack the cakes, cut in squares, in a 
tin box.—The Ladies' World.

President Roosevelt has again re- 


peated his declaration of the nigh 
after the election of 1904, which 
rea'd as follows: 


I am deeply sensible of the 


honor done me by the Ameri- 
can people in thus expressing 
their confidence in what I have 
done and have tried to do. 
I 


appreciate to the full the solemn 
responsibility 
this 
confidence 


imposes upon me, and I shall do 
all that lies in my power not to 
forfeit it. 
On the fourth of 


March next I shall have served 
three and a half years, and this 
three and a half years constitute 
my first term. The wise custom 
which limits the President to 
two terms regards the substance 
and not the form, and under no 
circumstances will I be a candi- 
date for or accept another nomi- 
nation. 
This statement revealed determi- 


nation - when made three years ago, 
and the recent declaration that he 
has not changed his mind should put 
a quietus on the efforts of those who

Chocolate Nut Balls—Make cream 


filling according to "Cream Choc- 
late" recipe and add one tablespoon- 
ful of cocoa, one-half cup of finely 
chopped almonds and one-half cup of 
finely chopped English walnuts. Mix 
thoroughly and form into small balls. 
Cover with vanilla chocolate, melted. 


Chocolate Pulled Candy—Two cups 


granulated sugar, two-thirds cup hot 
water, one-half teaspoonful vanilla, 
two tablespoonfuls chocolate. 
Put 


sugar in a saucepan, add hot water 
and stir until sugar is dissolved. 
Place over fire and cook without stir- 
ring until it becomes brittle when 
dropped in cold water. Pour on but- 
tered tins; when cold enough to 
handle add vanilla and two table- 
spoonfuls of baking chocolate, grat- 
ed. Pull and cut with scissors into 
inch-long strips. 


Honey Candy—Put into a granite 


saucepan half 
pound sugar, 
half 


pound strained honey, one dessert- 
spoonful cold water and a teaspoon- 
ful rich sweet cream. Stir and mix 
well, then stand aside for an hour. 
Set over a moderate fire and cook, 
stirring gently, until stiff enough to 
pull. This can be told by dropping a 
little into cold water to test, like mo- 
lasses candy. As soon as it is brit- 
tle pour into buttered tins and when 
cool enough to handle pull and cut 
into small pieces.
